Assembly of Illinois, enacted a law estab­ 
lishing the Home, and appropriated the 
sum of two hundred thousand dollars for 
the purpose; ten thousand dollars of 
which might he used in purchase of land 
and expenses of Com mi c oners in loca­ 
ting the Horn«'. 
The Trustees appointed 
by Gov. Oglesby, viz: Gen. Daniel Dus-1 
ten, Col. L. T. Dickason and Major J. G. 
Rowland, hare erected large stone struc­ 
tures. including headquarters building 
with Assembly, reading, library, amuse­ 
ment. dining, store rooms, 
offices for 
clerk’s «fcc.

There arc now completed eight brick 
cottages, suitable to accommodate about 
thirty six persons each; and there are also 
beds in store-rooms and ware houses to 
accommodate in all (with the eight cot­ 
tages) some four hundred persons. 
No 
soldiers were admitted until last month. 
On the 15th instant two hundred and five 
had been admitted and others were beiDg 
received daily. 
The whole number of 
applications last week were over seven 
hundred, and sixj hundred had 
been 
pas ed upon favorably. 
The number of 
applications in the near future will reach 
over one thousand. 
To accommodate, 
three other co««.ages must be erected, and 
the geuerrl Assembly has been asked for 
further appropriations for building pur­ 
poses, and a reasonable amount will 
doubtless be given. 
The buildings are 
well built and ornamented, all heated 
with steum; one most important feature 
is the perfect ventilation of 'each. 
The 
rations are excellent; well cooked, and 
well seived; the beds comfortably. 
The 
old veterans all feel at home and are hap­ 
py. They feel, as well they may, that they 
have earned this Home, and that it was 
theirs; donated by a grateful country; a 
country that they served in its days of 
darkness and danger. 
While the Homo 
is new, yet it begins to have the appear­ 
ance of a Military Camp. 
Tbe old sol­ 
diers wear a neat uniform p ro vid ed by 
the State; the descipliue is good. 
It 
woulu seem that no mistake had been 
made in placing Gen. Lippincott at the 
head. 
The trustees an) men well known 
for their ability and integrity. 
The ap­ 
propriations have been economically ex­ 
pended. 
It wPl be remembered that the i r«t cs 
and also the commission who located the 
Home served without compensation— 
their actual expenses only being paid by 
the State. 
The same spirit of loyalty 
patriotism, that existed dm ing the days 
of the Rebellion when this State furnish­ 
ed the vast army of more than two hun­ 
dred and fifty-six thousand soldiers of 
various arms, without reference to the 
periods of service, to fight the battles of 
the nation, still exists in the hearts of its 
citizens, and is evidenced by* providing 
Homes’for those who are indigent and 
unable to earn a living. 
I'linois waited 
maDy years, hoping the general govern­ 
ment would care for their needy old vet­ 
erans and while five national Homes were 
provided, yet the capacity was inadequate 
and many in our State, as in others, be­ 
came inmates of county alms houses and 
objects of chaiity, while thousands are 
cared for by the vaiious G. A. R. Posts 
throughout the country.

claims to hav o settled up on and begun im ­ 
p rov ing auu cultiv atin g 
the land in 187s. 
Op p osed to ‘his claim is the fact th at the 
lands in which M iller’s claim ¡is included 
wero w ithdraw n from settlem ent in 1872, to 
p rov ide a tra c t from which the railw ay com ­ 
p any 
could 
indem nify 
itself 
for 
lands 
in 
the 
original 
g ra n t 
winch 
w ere 
held 
by 
v alid 
claim s 
of 
settlers, and the attorney gone rnl is of tho 
op inion th a t this w ithdraw al was effectual 
as against M iller’s claims. 
Thus, tho p resi­ 
d en t says, a v ast tra c t of land was reserv ed 
from settlem ent for tho benefit of tho ra il­ 
way for fifteen yours—tho said railw ay « lur­ 
ing ail th a t tim e hav ing no fixod, certain or 
definite interest in the lam b so reserv ed, a 
p olicy which has thw arted the intentions of 
th« laws in relation to the p ublic dom ain for 
all these years. 
The p resident then says: 
There seems to Iw no ev idence p resented 
show ing how m uch, if any, of this v ast tra c t 
is necessary for the fulfillm ent of tho g ra n t 
to the railroad com p any, nor does there ap ­ 
p ear to be any lim itation of the tim e w ithin 
which this fact should be mad© known and 
the corp oration obliged to m ake its selection.

We were by now u tterly exhau ster) and 
felt n s thou gh ou r blistered hands cou ld not 
pu ll the boat a yard fu rther and that the best 
thing that we cou ld do wou ld Ik» to lie down 
and die in that dreadfu l wilderness of swamp.
